Tuppor, N. S.;and J, C. Pope, I', E. I, ; I eliall, if 
elected by your luOrogcs, be found working shoulder 
to shoulder with such men for the country's weal, 

I am led to this detorrainatlon for the slinplo rea- 
son that tho present Government havo fallea to act 
Justly with British Columbia, after live years of un- 
limited power. They have given us no doflnite hope 
of the immediate construction of tho Canadian Paciilc 
Railway and no change of 'I'arlff on account of our 
isolated and distant geographieal position. I advocate 
therolorc: 

1. Immediate railway construction and tho honor- 
able fultllment of what Is known as the Carnarvon 
Tcnns. 

2. The erection of a Diydodt at-.oncc^as being, like 
the Railway, not only a Pix)yIneiBl but also a national 

necessity. ',. .'O- ,' , ' 

3. The importatloh .free of duty of all Aiaterial re- 
quired for the rigving and fltUiig of ships tliat canuot 
be procured in this Province. 

4. A Just and eqult;ible adjustment of both Export 
and Import Dues from a rccijirocal jioint of view, 
which would J)cnefit largely tho Coinmefeial, Mining 
Agricultural and Luinberiiig interests of the Districts 
as well as of the whole Province. 

5. I would also strive to ^ceure a new Postollico for 
tho thriving city of N.inaimi), and failing in that, some 
improvement at least upon the shameful neglect of its 
present postal facilities. 

Other local and provincial wants which may call for 
legialativo redress shall receive, if I am elected, my 
serious attention and warmest 8ui)port. 

I shall take an early opportunity of holding public 
meetings in tho various sections of your wide and ex- 
tensive district (of which duo notice will be given) at 
which I shall, as also in private Intercourse, fully ex- 
plain the course I intcntl to juirauo, and hope aa the 
rfisult of that to receive vour generous support.

Being 
quito alive to tho neces.sity of great caution In dealing 
with this question, I will hero assure the electors that. 
If successful at the polls, their interests sliall bo roado 
paramount to evcr.v other consideration when the 
proper time arrives for legislating upon a subject of so 
much Importance. 

With regard to questions of a locol nature, such as 
postal, telograpliic, marine, etc., etc., which may coma 
under tho purview of tho general government, I 
will, if returned, omit no opportunity of representing 
your wonts and clainiB at tho proper time and in the 
proper quarter. 

No time will bo lost In prosecuting a personal can-

Gi E.VTLE.MEN:— In tifforing myself na a candidate 
r for youi-sulTiages I deem it incumbent on mc 
to state that if returned to serve j'ou in the Dominion 
Parliament I shall give an earnest sujjport to the 
Libcral-Conservativo party, led by Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, At the same time I ahali not support that or 
any other party who may. fall to fulfll the condi- 
tions of the Terms of ' Union and the Carnan'on 
Settlement. 

Railway Construction bos been unnecessarily de- 
layed by Mr, Mackenzie's Government, and the fair 
fame of Canada has been tarnished by the failure of 
that Oovernnunt to fulfll tho obligations contained 
hi the Carnarvon Settlement and the Tenns of Union. 
Tlie lino from ICsipiimalt to Nanaimo should ho built 
and construction on tho Mainland ccmmencedatonce. 
As to the adoiition of any parlicvlar route for tho 
Itailway, we can only suggest. Thpro ia no doubt, in 
my mind, that the route by way of Bute Inlet to Es- 
qulmalt is the most desirable from a national and 
economic standpoint. I shall not fail to urge that fact 
upon the attention of tho Cianadlan . Government and 
Parliament; but should I fall to convince them of the 
advantiiges of tho Bute-Esqulmalt route over all 
others, I shall favor the imuicdiato prosecution of 
work on the line wherever it may be located. Over- 
land communication is of the utmost iinpoitanco to 
this lYovince. DELAY .MEANS STAGNATION, and 
Ilritish Columbia should be tbo last to place in Cana- 
d.a'b hands an e.\cusc for further del.aying the eom- 
menceuient of railway construction, by insisting on 
the reopening of tlie surveys, when a nieinorlal has 
just been passed by the Local Parliament demanding 
nnincdiatc conunenccmonl of tho railway. 

Isolated as we are, I consider tho Canadian Tariff 
iiiisuitcd to this Province. That Tarifl w.as accepted 
bj British Culnnibia in 187-2 in the anticipation of tho 
early conuneiiccmcnt of railway construction. That 
anticipation not iiaving been realized, I shall press 
u|ion the notice of Canada the imjiortance of granting 
the Province tho right to regulate its own tariff until 
the completion of the railway. Whether tli.at right 
be accorded or not, I shall press for- ailequato protec- 
tion to tho producers and manufacturers of tho Pro- 
vince HO that they may coinpeto successfully In our 
markets with tho products of old established commu- 
nities. 

My constant aim shall be to harmonize sectional 
differences and all.ay sectional prejudices, I shall en- 
deavor to worli witli all the mcnibers from the Pacific 
Co.ast fio as to ensure a solid vote in the House when- 
ever liritisli Columbia's riglits are attacked. 

Every effort compatible witli tho honor and digni'y 
of tho Province should bo mado to - secure railway 
construction during the interval that will elapse be- 
fore the perioil fi.vcd in the memorial Just forwarded 
by our Government for withdrawal from the Union 
shall have expired. Failing to secure our rights, I 
shall be preptired to demand not only separation but 
indemnity for damages sustained through the broken 
obligations of Canada. 

I believe tliat Canada is in honor and equity bound 
to pay tiio Province i.iO.OOO in aid of dry dock con- 
struction, and If elected I shall press for tho fulfil- 
ment of that as well as every other obligation. 

To legislate in tho interest of a united province will 
bo my constant aim, and if honored with y"ur confi- 
dence I shall do my utmost at Ottawa to check tho 
Influx of the Chinese and their emplojimont on public 

rks within tho Province. - - 

In conclusion, I beg leave to thank tho many 
electors who have expressed their opprcclatlon of my 
reasons for declining: to submit my claims to the 
consideration of a self-constituted convention; and 
beg to assure everi' one who may feel an Interest in 
he welfare of the Province that I shall endeavor. If 
elected, to tho utmost of my ability to prove myself 
worthy of the confidence reposed In me.

Horrors bf 'tho Great Seotirffe--A 

A report from Memphis. furnishes a 
description of the progress of the pestil- 
ence in Memphis in terms that almost 
rival the horrors depicted in Defoe's 
famous journal of the plague in Lon- 
don. TlJb wealthy have almost entirely 
fled from the city, leaving tho poor to 
shift for themselves as they may. To 
tho horrors of the plague are added 
those of a condition nearly approaching 
to famine. ^ The provision stores are 
all closed, and the only way to obtain 
supplies from them is to" break them 
open, which is sometimes done. Even 
^ the drug stores are closed except three, 
' and it is almost im'jjossible to get med- 
icine even when medical attendance 
has been had and prescriptions are 
written. The banks arc open but one 
hour a day. The commissary depots 
established by the Ho\yard Association 
are besieged by throngs- of negroes, 
many of whom come in • from the sur- 
rounding country^ risking the pestilence, 
in order to . get free provisions. No 
whites are seen on the streets except 
with dead carta, and doctors' buggies, 
with an occasional hearse conveying the 
remains of some wealthy victim. At 
night the streets are liere and there lit 
with the baleful gleam of death-fires 
that bum in front of each house that 
contains corpses. Not of each house 
either, for many victims die alone 
after sufTering unattended, and there is 
no one to put out the custoniary .sig- 
nals. Persons taken sick on the streets 
are carted -into unoccupied tenements 
and their corpses are afterwards discov- 
ered by the smell of their decomposing 
flesh. Many are found dead . in the 
public parks or under fences. Corpses 
accumulate for want of an adequate 
burial force, and trenches ar e then dug, 
in which a great row of coflins arc do- 
posited side by side, and one row on the 
top of another. Dr. Pease states that 
the peculiar smell of the great Pest 
House can be detected at a distance of 
three miles.

Sir Garnott "Wolseloy's courage, says 
tho Liverpool Courier's London corres- 
pondent, is undoubted, and he has just 
given a fresh, indeed a startling, proof 
of it. lie has set himself in deliberate 
opposition to tho whole Nonconformist 
and Low Church feeling of the country 
by allowing tho British flag to be "con- 
secrated" by a Greek priest after tho 
celebration of mass.

A terrible death from phosphorus is 
reported. A young man left Paris a 
few days back to visit his friends at 
Lyons, and, as soon as he got into the 
carriage, he lit a match b)*scratching 
it with his thumb-nail, and apieceof the 
incandescent phosphorus penetrated 
under the nail and made a slight burn, 
to which he paid no attention. But, 
after an hour tho pain became very 
great, the thumb swelled, then the 
hand, and ne.vt the forearm. He was 
obliged to alight at the first station and 
send for a medical man, who declared 
that instant amputation of the arm was 
necessary. The patient insisted on 
postponingthe operation for a few hours 
until the arrival of bis father, for 
whom he had telegraphed. But, before 
the latter could reach tho spot, it was 
too late; the poi.sonous matter had gain- 
ed the arm, then the shoulder, and any 
operation was henceforth impossible.' 
The young man died twenty-seven hours 
after the burn in horrible sufEering. 

At the Town Hall, Guildford, on 
Tuesday, two men, who gave the names 
of John Page and Henry liobcrts, were 
chai'ged with burglariously entering tho 
dwelling house of Mr. John Porter, of 
BrookM-ood. From the evidence it ap- 
l^eared that in December last the house 
was entered by the balconj' and over 
£200 worth of jewellery stolen. Since 
then Jlr. Porter has had fitted up a 
complete system of electric bells 
throughout the house, so that no win- 
dow could bo opened .without notice 
being given in tho sitting-room, drav,'- 
ing-room, and kitchen. One of these 
bells gave an alarm on Monday night 
between nine and ten o'clock, when 
thera were only two female servants in 
the house. One of those had the ])re- 
scnco of mind to leave tho house by 
tho back way, and ran to obtain assist- 
ance at tlie village public house. Two 
gamekeeper.s and another man who 
were there immediately took steps to 
capture tho burglars, who were uncon- 
scious that their movements had been 
discovered. After a determined and 
desperate resistance they were secured.

A Journalist Eomonstratin* ■with, 
anotlior Journalist wlio liaa Villi- 
fiod his Family is Shot and. Zillod. 

On last Thursday afternoon an affray 
took pla^_^ Portland between the busi- 
ness manngeii of two evening papers pub- 
lished in that city, which resulted in the 
death of Mr. A. C. Macdonald, of tlie 
Tekg)-cun, at tho hands of Mr. J. K. 
Mercer, of tho Bee. The trouble arose 
from an artioio published in the Bee touch- 
ing Mr. Macdonald's family. Mercer was 
standing on the street when Macdonald 
came along and asked him if he was re- 
sponsible for tho article in question, re- 
flecting upon his family. Mercer answer- 
ed in the affirmative, and a hand-to-hand 
fight ensued. Wliils rolling on the ground 
Mercer got his pistol out of his pocket 
and shot Macdonald, firing at him several 
times. Tho second shot took effect in 
that gentleman's abdomen, passing almost 
through his body. Mercer then arose, and, 
after hitting Macdonald, who was on his 
knees endeavoring to rise, on tho head 
with his rovolvar, started oil". Macdonald 
by that time had taken his revolver from 
his pocket, and fiercer ran tlown the 
street fired four or five shots at him, none 
of them taking effect, however. An old 
man acrosi the street was sliglitly wound- 
ed by one of the balls striking him. Mac- 
donald was taken to his homo in East 
Portland. At 5:30 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing, he broatlied his last. 

The Oiegonian publishes tho following 
article on the awful event, pointing out 
tho evils and outrages that flow from tho 
encouragement of licentious journalism so 
forcibly that wo cannot forbear reproduc- 
ing it in full : 

AIIUSF. OF TIIK rHES3. 

In discharge of a public duty 'wo must 
say a few things in regard to tho homicide 
which has shocked the people of Portland 
and been tho topic of discourse for two 
days past. Tlie originiilcrime wastJie pub- 
lication of fhe foul and infamous article in 
wJiich Macdonald's familij and himself ivere 
vilijied. No deep«r otlonce can be com- 
mitted against the usages which ghould 
protect society than the publication of 
articles of this and similar kind. The 
dagger of the assassin is an instrument not 
more dangcro^is tlian a ticcntioui and irre- 
sponsU>le press. Tho defect of our .lystem 
ia that against thi» species of outrage the 
laws furnish no adequate protection and 
afford no redress. A man must submit to 
tho worst of all kinds of injuries, or vio- 
late public peace and peril his own life and 
the lives of others in dealing with the 
ollender. In this case Macdonald clearly 
did not intend to kill hisdefamcr, or oven 
toofferhim violence. His wholoattitudoto- 
ward him was one in : which romonstance 
waa blended with reproach for an uhapoak- 
able outrage. From his o^^^l dying state- 
ments which are con lirniod by circumstances 
and tlie testimony of most responsible 
witnesses, it is gathersd that his purpose 
on seeing Morcor make a movement as if 
to draw a pistol, was to seize and diaarm 
him; No one who witnessed the affair 
supposes that when Mercer drew and 
began to shoot there was tho slightest 
need for it as a measure of self-defence. 
If this affair enforces the lesson it ought, it 
ivill teach the jnihlic to di.-;countenance and 
rejtrobate licentioits journalism. An 
uivakencd public sentiment should uttcrbj 
condemn it. Again, there should bo 
stricter regulations against the'carrying 
of deadly weapons. Most who carry 
arms have no business with them. They 
first commit outrageous acta, and then 
arm themselves with deadly weapons 
against the punishment of which, because 
they know they deserve it, they feel that 
they have reason to fear. We are but ex- 
pressing tho sense of tho thinking and 
law-abiding portion of the community 
when we say that .scenes like tliis are the 
natural result of gross ahtse of the privi- 
leges of the press by parties who ought necer 
to hare control of an instntment to theme 
of which so great responnibilities are at- 
tached. Consequences similar to those 
just witnessed are liable any day to oc- 
curr in any community where such abuses 
are fostered and tolerated. If not now 
the time will come whi^n every community 
^L-ill realize that it has the remedies in its 
oum hands. . .

Mr. Robertson, Q. C, and Mr. Drake 
appeared in support of the application. 
Affidavits were had as to the facts, and 
Mr. Robertson opened tho argument

I 
proved that the house which Ander.son 
claimed to have worked on was not 
being moved on the 24th of May. In 
the memorandum book it appeared 
that on the 18th of May he worked 
one-half day, and on tho 22d one-half 
(lay. Now, n glance nt an almanac for 
1S7S will prove that the 28th of May 
came on a Wednesdaij, and that there 
were 31 days in that month, which ex 
pired on a Friday. It will be remem- 
bered that the action was brought to 
recover a balancs of SS.25, a residue of 
eighty dollars for forty days' work at 
per day — 27 of wliioli lie swore he 
performed in the raonth of May. Now 
if his statement be true he worked 
three Sundays oat of the four already 
passed, for it- must be fresh in your 
recollection that he had only charged 
one-half day for the 18th and 2 2d each. 
I am almost certain that it takes two 
halves to make a whole. Honce I will 
carry the afternoon of the 18 th over to 
the morning of the 22d and add them 
together and they make one day; now, 
I bring down the three Sundays and I 
add thb one day which makes four; 
now take the four and add to twenty- 
five and you have twentj'-nine; and 
then take twonty-sovcn days which 
Anderson swore he worked in May 
from the twenty-nine and but two re- 
main. If you will give me the benefit 
of the two half days and Her Majesty's 
birthday, on which I have proved I did 
not work, and which His Plonor did 
allow, you will find that Anderson 
has charged me for the four Sundays 
in place of three for the mouth of May.

Her Charles, who 
is almost, if not quite, exempt from hu- 
man failings, has already manifested a 
profound admiration for veal pies, 
and has openly expressed his detesta- 
tion to overdone mutton. She accord- 
ingly builds up within- her a fortress of 
resolutions in which to guard that 
sacred treasure of a husband's aftection. 
In her girlhood this young woman had 
spent much time in cultivating her 
musical taste, in reading Emerson and 
Carlyle; she had been fond of pretty 
landscapes and could use her pencil 
with eflect, and she had been heard to 
declare with pride that when she 
married slie would have none of these 
thing.". 

Let us visit her now after ton years 
of matriiubuy, and wo will find that she 
has broken her vow and thrown it to 
the winds. We find a tiresome person 
whose whole intellect is absorbed in 
tending to the cares of housekeeping, 
and in getting stylish dresses for her 
children. Her conversation seldom 
rises above the level of childs gossip and 
serrnnts, and the only idea developed 
by time and experience is her convic- 
tion that men are the niost'unreasonable 
and selfish of creatures, and women the 
most abused and self-sacrificing. 

There is a great evil somewhere, but 
what is it ? The husband acknowledges 
to himself that he is disappointed in 
the wife he has chosen, and yet he 
finds difficulty in pointing out his mis- 
take, and can hardly find cause to blame 
her, for is she not a faithful wife, a de- 
voted mother and a most frugal man- 
ager! ■ The mistake is a national 
characteristic. So passionate and in- 
tense is the American mind in pursuit 
of temporary interests, that men will 
suffer the chains of business to bind 
them down and throttle them, while 
their wives bend beneath a similar yoke 
of duty at homo. 

What is lacking is the power to risa 
above the petty annoyances of daily 
life; we need to learn to distinguish 
trifles from a^airs of moment, to know 
that every mole hill is not a mountain. 
We need not forsake tho upper strata 
of sentiment, thought and ideality — 
the atmosphere of tho soul — because we 
know there is a lower one of routine 
and small vexations,, in rwhich;; our feet 
are told to tread.

Cincinnati, Sept. 16. — Tho follow- 
ing account of a most horrible murder 
is given in dispatches from Houston, 
Texas: Tho wife of George Lynch, a 
respected, citizien of Borkely, Texas, 
died some weeks ago, leaving an infant. 
Lynch had seven other children, the 
eldest, C'lemio, being .seventeen years of 
age. On Friday night the family re- 
tired as usual, tho lamp being left 
burning in tho main room. At miil- 
night the father wSs awakened by a 
pistol shot and the ball striking him in 
the breast He sprang up and saw a 
masked man standing in the room, 
pointing a pistwl at him. Tho assassin 
fired again, the ball lodging beneath his 
collar bone. Lynch fell unconscious. 
^Vhen he recovered consciousness ho 
found himself in a lane outside the 
premises. The assassin thinking Lynch 
was dead, seized a hatchet and killed 
tho children who were Avitncsse.s. He 
assaulted Clemio and buried tho hatchet 
in hor head, and also crushed the skulls 
of throo other children and then set fire 
to tho house. The distracted father saw 
the burning houso fall in ou tho bodies 
of tho eight children. The bodies were 
afterwards exhumed and an inquest 
held, when tlio hatchet wounds wore 
discovered upon tho skulls of tho child- 
ren. It is thought that Lynch will re- 
cover. A young man named Boatware, 
with whom Lynch had a difficulty, is 
suspected of the crime.
